$173,000 


Chicago, Aug. 24.—By the arrest of 


George \V. Fitzgerald it is believed 
by local police authorities that the 
mystery of the theft of $173.000 from 
the United States subtrcasnry a year 
and a half ago has been solved. 


Fitzgerald was an assorting teller 


under Assistant United States Treas- 
urer William Boldenweck. Suspicion 
at the time of the theft, Feb. 20, 1907, 
rested on him, but so plausible was 
his story and so intense his apparent 
interest in discovering the real cul- 
prit that interest ceased to center in 
him. 
Much work was done on the 


theory that the crime had been perpe- 
trated by a colored man. Others are 
believed to have been implicated in 
the crime, which for months com- 
pletely 
baffled 
government 
secret 


service men. 


Meanwhile Fitzgerald was discharg- 


ed from the government employ for 
culpable negligence in allowing such 
a theft to be consummated under his 
very eyes. The money stolen had 
beBn used and was tied up in pack- 
ages, some of it having been marked 
for destruction at Washington. Any 
of -it would readily have passed any- 
where except for their large "denomi- 
nations. None of the bills were under 
$500, and some were of thc $1.000 and 
§5.000 denominations, the $1,000 ones 
predominating. 


The 
theft 
created 
a sensation 


throughout the country, and congress 
at the last session was asked and re- 
fused to release Assistant Treasurer 
Boldenweck from liability, although it 
•was promised that congress would 
again consider the matter at its next 
session. 


Reporter Follows Case. 


Meanwhile Herbert F. Young, a fbr- 
er Chicago newspaper reporter and 


now head of the Young secret service 
agency, became interested in the 
case. Mr. Young's attention was re- 
directed to Fitzgerald. The latter 
upon his discharge from the subtreas- 
ury stated that his whole fortune con- 
sisted of $600 in cash and a stock cer- 
tificate for $1,000. 
His wife had a 


$600 Interest in the estate of her 
mother, which was valued at about 
$4,000. and was in litigation. 
Fitz- 


gerald, however, according to Mr. 
Young, embarked in speculation on a 
scale not consistent with the size of 
his reputed means. 


Fitzgerald bought eggs for specula- 


tion and stored them. In July. 1907. 
he inaugurated an egg deal which ul- 
timately, it is stated, involved an ex- 
penditure of $7,000. and the following 
March a similar deal involved him. 
according to Mr. Young, to the ex! ont 
of $15,000. 
Incidentally the 
former 


teller had become the possessor, in 
his wife's name, of a residence in 
Rogers Park, a suburb of Chicago, 
and valued at $8,500. Mr. Young de- 
clared that this purchase was made 
in a round-about way. passing through 
several hands and finally into those 
of Mrs. Fitzgerald for a consideration 
Of ?1. 


Last July the scent is said to have 


become hot when Colonel Harry 0. 
Gano, a business man of prominence 
and public spirit, reported to Mr. Bol- 
denweck. it is said, that Fitzgerald 
had approached him whh p proyosi- 
tlon to pass several $1.000 bills. 


Wanted to Change Bills. 


"With your big business conuec- 


tlons," Fitzgerald is alleged to have ' 
argued to Colonel Gano, "you can 
easily pass them. There's $300 in it 
for you." 


Gano is reported to have declared 


that be had a roll of similar 
bills 


"that would choke a horse." 
After 


conferring with Mr. Boldenweck Col- 
onel 
Gano 
continued 
negotiations 


•with Fitzgerald, with the result that 
by prearrangment several witnesses 
were secretly present when the for- 
mer teller proposed to pass two $1,000 
bills to Colonel Gano. 


"I will bring two." Fitzgerald is al- 


leged to have said, "for yon can get 
rid of two just as easy as one."

seen to pass any of the large bills.

He talked sensibly and Dickerson 
could 


only lenve him alone. He probably sat down on the tracks again and 
may have been struck by the midnight train, No. 25. 


When found his head was crushed in at the forehead and he had 


evidently been struck in the head by the engine or knocked 
in such

way that his head struck the ground w.'th terrific force. The only other 
bruise on his body was on the left elbow where a round patch of skin 
was knocked off. The body was brought to Coshocton on a hand car about 
daylight and was met at the station here by Undertaker Wolfe and taken 
to Wolfe's morgue on Fourth street in the ambulance.

Business is no longer a man to man contact* 


in which the merchant and the patron establish a 
personal bond, any more than battle is a hand-to- 
hand grapple where bone and muscle and sinew 
decide the outcome. Trade as well as war has 
changed in its aspect—both are now fought at long 
range. 


Just as a present day army of heroes would have 


no opportunity to display the individual valor of its 
members, just so a merchant who counts upon 
his personal acquaintanceship for success is a relic 
of the past—a business dodo. 


Japan changed her policy of exclusion to 


foreigners after a fleet of warships battered down 
the Satsuma fortifications. The Samurai, who had 
kitherto considered their blades and bows good 
enough, discovered that one cannon was mightier 
than all the swords in creation if they could not get 
near enough to use them. Japan profited by the 
lesson. She did not wait until further ramparts 
were battered to pieces but was satisfied with her 
one experience and proceeded to modernize her 
methods. 


The merchant who doesn't advertise is pretty 


much in the same position as that in which 
Japan stood when her eyes were opened to the 
fact that times had changed. The long range pub^ 
licity of a competitor will as surely destroy your 
business as the cannon of the foreigners crum- 
bled the walls of Satsuma. Unless you take the 
lesson to heart, unless you realize the importance 
of advertising, not only as a means of extending 
your business but for defending it as well, you must 
be prepared to face the consequences of a folly 
as great as that of a duelist who expects to 
survive in a contest in which his adversary bears a 
sword twice the length of his own. 


Don't think that it's too late to begin because 


there are so many stores which have had the ad- 
vantage of years of cumulative advertising. 
The 


city is growing. It will grow even more next year. 
It needs increased trading-facilities just as it's hun- 
gry for new neighborhoods- 
' . 


It is not a question of your ability to stand the 


cost of advertising but of being able to survive 
without it. The thing you have to consider is not 
only an extension of your business but holding 
what you already have. 


Advertising is an investment, the cost of which 


is in the same proportion to its returns as seeds are 
to the harvest. And it is just as p.reposterous-for you 
to consider publicity as an expense as it would 
be for a farmer to hesitate over purchasing a fer- 
tilizer if he discovered that he could profitably 
increase hig crops by employing it.
